SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION 

GA. AT THREE MEETINGS SEPT. 8, HEARD VIEWS OF 
AUSTRALIA, BELGIUM, SENEGAL, ISRAEL, BYELORUSSIA, 

MONGOLIA, KUWAIT, CAMEROON, PORTUGAL, GUYANA, GUINEA, 

CHAD, LIBYA, SOMALIA, KENYA, BOTSWANA AND YEMEN. THE TOTAL 
NUMBER OF DELEGATIONS INSCRIBED IS NOW 111, AND SO FAR 75 
SPEAKERS HAVE TAKEN PART IN THE DEBATE. LIST OF SPEAKERS 
FOR SEPT. 9 (SOME TENTATIVE) IS: BANGLADESH. PAKISTAN, 

HUNGARY, SPAIN, THAILAND, CUBA, TURKEY, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, 

SUDAN, MAURITIUS, GHANA, NIGERIA, SINGAPORE, GREECE, 

SWAZILAND, ETHIOPIA, AND NICARAGUA. 

AUSTRALIA- 

FOREIGN MINISTER WILLESEE IDENTIFIED MANY OF AUSTRALIA'S 
INTERESTS WITH THOSE OF LDCS AND SAID THAT "WE IN AUSTRALIA 
ACCEPT THE CHALLENGE OF, AND RESPONSIBILITY FOR, CONTRIBUTING 
AS FULLY AS WE CAN TO THE CREATION OF THE DESIRED NEW 
ARRANGEMENTS." 

HE SENSED DEVELOPING AMONG DELEGATES "A NEW DIMENSION IN THE 
SEARCH FOR AN ACCOMODATION OF INTERESTS" AND EXPECTED THIS 
SESSION "TO LAUNCH A PROCESS WHICH HENCEFORTH IS ESSENTIALLY 
ONE OF NEGOTIATION TO BE PURSUED ELSEWHERE". TURNING TO 
SPECIFIC ISSUES WILLESEE NOTED THE "VALUE" WHICH AUSTRALIA 
FOUND IN UNCTAD'S INTEGRATED APPROACH TO COMMODITY TRADE 
PROBLEMS. EXPLAINING THAT AUSTRALIA’S PARTICIPATION 
IN PRODUCER ASSOCIATIONS WAS AIMED AT ACHIEVING "FAIR AND 
REASONABLE PRICES EQUITABLE TO BOTH PRODUCERS AND CONSUMERS" 
RATHER THAN AT MONOPOLISTICALLY IMPOSING UNREASONABLE PRICES 
ON CONSUMERS, WILLESEE CALLED FOR CONSIDERATION O 
MEASURES THAT WOULD ENSURE FAVORABLE TERMS OF TRADE FOR 
COMMODITY PRODUCERS. HE ALSO WELCOMED LAST WEEK'S 
"FORTHCOMING" U.S. RESPONSE ON COMMODITY ISSUES AND 
EXPRESSED INTEREST IN THE DEVELOPMENT SECURITY FACILITY 
CONCEPT, NOTING AUSTRALIA'S BELIEF THAT THERE IS SCOPE FOR 
EXPANDING COMPENSATORY FINANCING. IN ADDITION, WILLESEE 
ARGUED IN FAVOR OF TRADE STABILIZATION MEASURES RATHER THAN 
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GENERALIZED SCHEMES FOR EXPORT INCOME STABILIZATION AND 
INDICATED AUSTRALIA'S CONTINUED INTEREST IN PREPARATIONS 
FOR FURTHER DISCUSSION OF COMMODITY ISSUES, POSSIBLY LATER 
THIS YEAR IN PARIS. ON OTHER ISSUES, WILLESEE CALLED FOR 
INCREASED DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE AND INTERNATIONAL MONETARY 
REFORM WHICH WOULD MAINTAIN BALANCE IN MONETARY DECISION 
MAKING AND ENSURE STABILITY. HE ANNOUNCED THAT AUSTRALIA 
WOULD CONTRIBUTE TO THE INTERNATIONAL FUND FOR AGRICULTURAL 
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DEVELOPMENT AND EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR A SECOND UNITED 
NATIONS CONFERENCE ON SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY AS WELL AS 
CONCURRENCE WITH THE GROUP OF EXPERTS REPORT ON RESTRUCTURING 
THE UN SYSTEM. (REPEATED INFO CANBERRA) 

BELGIUM 

FOREIGN AFFAIRS MINISTER VAN ELSLANDE REAFFIRMED GOB SUPPORT 
FOR THE EEC BASIC POSITION AND EXPRESSED INTEREST IN 
THE CONCRETE PROPOSAL CONTAINED IN SECRETARY KISSINGER S 
STATEMENT. HE FOCUSSED ON THREE SPECIFIC ITEMS ON THE AGENDA: 

(A) RAW MATERIALS: VAN ELSLANDE PROPOSED DRAWING UP 

A LIST OF COMMODITIES FOR WHICH THERE COULD BE INTERNATIONAL 
AGREEMENT "IN THE CONTEXT OF A GENERAL PROGRAM" AND, IN 
THIS CONTEXT ANNOUNCED BELGIUM'S ADHERENCE TO THE TIN AGREE- 
MENT. HE CALLED FOR THE STABILIZATION OF COMMODITY PRICES 
AT A LEVEL THAT WILL ENSURE BALANCE BETWEEN SUPPLY AND DEMAND, 
AS WELL AS MEASURES TO PROMOTE THE PROCESSING OF RAW MATERIALS 
IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. FINALLY, HE CALLED FOR THE IMPLE- 
MENTATION OF THE RESOLUTION OF THE WORLD FOOD COUNCIL AND 
ANNOUNCED GOB S WILLINGNESS TO PARTICIPATE IN THE FINANCING 
OF THE INTERNATIONAL FUND FOR AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT. 

(B) AID TO FOREIGN COUNTRIES: VAN ELSLANDE CALLED FOR 
SPECIAL EFFORTS IN THEIR BEHALF AND GENERALLY ENDORSED THE 
NEW INITIATIVES BEING DISCUSSED IN THE IMF. 

(C) INTERDEPENDENCE: VAN ELSLANDE SAID THAT NORTH AND SOUTH 
INEQUALITIES AND QUALITIES CAN BE REDUCED "ONLY GRADUALLY 
AND BY SEEKING SPECIFIC SOLUTION". HE PLEDGED THE GOB SUPPORT 
FOR SUCH EFFORTS BUT CONTINUED "THE REMEDIES FOR THE SLOWNESS 
OF DEVELOPMENT LIE MAINLY IN THE HANDS OF THE RULERS AND 
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POPULATION OF THE LESS DEVELOPED COUNTRIES. (REPEATED INFO 
BRUSSELS). 

SENEGAL- 

DEPLORING THE DETERIORATING TERMS OF TRADE FOR LDCS. 

SENEGALESE FINANCE MINISTER BA BEGAN BY ENDORSING THE 
FRENCH-SPONSORED PARIS CONFERENCE ON ENERGY AND RAW MATERIALS. 
HE DEFENDED INDEXATION FROM CRITICISM OF ITS INFLATIONARY 
EFFECTS BY ARGUING THAT THE TRUE SOURCE OF INFLATION LIES 
IN THE DISORDER OF THE WORLD MONETARY SYSTEM AND THE 
UNWILLINGNESS OF DCS TO UNDERTAKE GENUINE REFORMS. HE SAID 
THAT REFORMS SHOULD AIM AT: 1) INCREASING FINANCIAL FLOWS 
TO LDCS THROUGH THE IMF AND WOQ##V : 1 AH+N# 
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SUPPORT FOR COMMODITY AGREEMENTS BETWEEN PRODUCERS AND CONSUMERS; 
A SYSTEM OF "INDIRECT" INDEXATION; THE INCREASED FLOW OF CAPITAL 
AND TECHNOLOGY TO LDC'S, FURTHER TARIFF CONCESSIONS BY DC'S; 

AND THE IMPROVEMENT OF AIR TRANSPORT IN LDC'S. HE ALSO PROPOSED 
MIDDLE EAST ECONOMIC INTEGRATION ALONG THE LINES OF THE EEC. AND 
OFFERED TO MAKE AVAILABLE TO ISRAEL'S NEIGHBORS ITS EXPERTISE 
IN IRRIGATION. AGRICULTURE, DESALINIZATION AND SOLAR ENERGY 
TECHNOLOGY, AS WELL AS TO PERMIT THE PASSAGE TO AND FROM 
ISRAELI PORTS OF GOODS TO ITS IMMEDIATE NEIGHBORS. (AS EXPECTED, 
PRESIDENT BOUTEFLIKA (ALGERIA) LEFT BEFORE HERZOG BEGAN SPEAKING, 

AND WAS REPLACED BY VICE PRESIDENT SICLAIT (HAITI). 

APPROXIMATELY 43 DELEGATIONS EITHER WALKED OUT OR ABSENTED 
THEMSELVES DURING HERZOG S SPEECH, INCLUDING THOSE OF IRAN, 

CHINA, EGYPT, JORDAN, LIBYA, CAMBODIA, TUNISIA, PAKISTAN, CUBA, 

ALGERIA. AMONG THOSE WHO REMAINED WERE SYRIA, LEBANON, AND THE 
USSR.) (OURTEL 4096) 

MONGOLIAN FINANCE MINISTER MOLOM, ECHOING SOVIET THEMES AND 
POSITIONS, NOTED THAT THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION WAS BEING 
CONDUCTED IN A FAVORABLE INTERNATIONAL ATMOSPHERE DUE TO THE 
CONTRIBUTIONS OF THE "HISTORICAL VICTORY OF THE HEROIC PEOPLES 
OF INDOCHINA" AND THE CSCE. STRESSING THE ORGANIC LINK BETWEEN 
DETENTE AND DEVELOPMENT, MOLOM STATED MONGOLIA'S SUPPORT 
FOR THE EXTENSION OF DETENTE TO ASIA, THE "STRENGTHENING 
OF PEACE AND SECURITY IN ASIA ON A COLLECTIVE BASIS," AND 
THE REDUCTION OF MILITARY EXPENDITURE. HE PROPOSED THAT THE 
DECLARATION ON THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
ORDER AND CERDS "SHOULD SERVE AS A PREREQUISITE TO, AND LEGAL 
BASIS FOR, ELABORATING FURTHER ACTIONS" AND UN DECISIONS TO 
REFORM INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS. 

TURNING TO SPECIFIC ISSUES, MOLOM CALLED FOR A MORE EQUITABLE AND 
DEMOCRATIC TRADE SYSTEM AS WELL AS THE CREATION OF BUFFER 
STOCKS, A VOLUNTARY SPECIAL FUND FOR RAW MATERIALS, DIVERSIFICA- 
TION OF EXPORTS, AND PRICE INDEXATIONS. HE ALSO ADVOCATED 
INCREASED AID TO LDCS BY THE CAPITALIST INDUSTRIALIZED 
COUNTRIES, INCREASED TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY, ACCELERATED 
INDUSTRIALIZATION, EXPANSION OF THE PUBLIC SECTOR AND PLANNING, 

AND REFORM OF THE UN SYSTEM THROUGH THE CREATION OF AN INTER- 
GOVERNMENTAL AD HOC COMMITTEE. FINALLY, MOLOM STRESSED THAT 
SOCIALIST ECONOMIC INTEGRATION AND CMEA WERE EXAMPLES OF "NEW 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EQUAL, BENEFICIAL COOPERATION OF COUNTRIES WITH DIFFERENT LEVELS 
OF ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT." HE CONCLUDED BY SEEKING TO REBUT 
CRITICISMS OF SOCIALIST COUNTRIES WHICH LUMPED THEM 
TOGETHER WITH DEVELOPED CAPITALIST STATES AS WELL AS ATTACKS, 
IMPLICITLY THOSE BY THE CHINESE, WHICH SOUGHT TO "POISON" 

RELATIONS BETWEEN SOCIALIST AND DEVELOPOING COUNTRIES. 
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KUWAIT - DIVIDING HIS SPEECH BETWEEN A DEFENSE OF OPEC, SPECIFIC 
ECONOMIC RECOMMENDATIONS, AND REMARKS ON THE ARAB-ISRAELI 
ISSUE, KUWAITI FOREIGN MINISTER AL-SABAH CALLED FOR AN ' ACTION- 
ORIENTED SESSION" INFUSED WITH THE SPIRIT OF COOPERATION WHICH 
WOULD CREATE A NEW SYSTEM BASED ON A FAIR DISTRIBUTION OF WEALTH. 
HE STATED KUWAIT'S VIEW THAT THE NIEO, THE FRAMEWORK FOR THE 
NEW SYSTEM, WAS "BINDING ON ALL NATIONS" AND HE URGED INDUSTRIAL- 
IZED NATIONS TO WITHDRAW THEIR RESERVATIONS TO THE VARIOUS 
RESOLUTIONS ON THE STRATEGY FOR THE SECOND DECADE, NIEO AND 
CERDS. IN DEFENSE OF OPEC, AL-SABAH ARGUED THAT THE OIL PRICE 
INCREASES WERE LEGITIMATE SINCE THEY REALIZED THE "JUST DEMANDS" 

OF OIL-PRODUCING COUNTRIES FOR AN EQUITABLE PRICE AND DIVERSI- 
FICATION OF THEIR ECONOMIES. MOREOVER, "THE SUCCESS OF THE OIL- 
PRODUCING COUNTRIES IN OBTAINING A FAIR PRICE FOR THEIR OIL IS A 
VICTORY FOR ALL DEVELOPING COUNTRIES" SINCE IT SHOWED THE WAY 
FOR THEM "TO TERMINATE EXPLOITATION AND REGAIN CONTROL OVER 
THEIR NATURAL RESOURCES." FOR THAT REASON, OPEC HAS RECEIVED 
THE "UNQUALIFIED SUPPORT" OF DEVELOPING AND NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES 
IN LIMA, ALGERIA, AND DAKAR. ONE CONCRETE EXAMPLE OF THIS 
SOLIDARITY WAS THE SOLIDARITY FUND FOR ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
DEVELOPMENT OF NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES CREATED IN LIMA, WHICH 
KUWAIT HAS OFFERED TO HOUSE AND EQUIP. FINALLY, IN CONTRAST 
WITH THE AID RECORD OF DEVELOPED COUNTRIES, OPEC COUNTRIES 
HAVE PROVIDED IMPRESSIVE AMOUNTS OF ASSISTANCE. 

ON SPECIFIC SOCIO-ECONOMIC ISSUES, AL-SABAH ADVOCATED TRADE 
LIBERATION, STABILIZATION AND DEMOCRATICIZATION OF THE INTER- 
NATIONAL MONETARY SYSTEM, PRICE INDEXATION, AND INTEGRATED 
APPROACH TO POPULATION AND DEVELOPMENT PROBLEMS, A CODE OF 
CONDUCT FOR TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS, A DECLARATION ON LEGAL 
PRINCIPLES GOVERNING THE SEABED AND OCEAN FLOOR BEYOND NATIONAL 
JURISDICTION, AND THE RESTRUCTURING OF THE UN SYSTEM. AL-SABAH 
CONCLUDED BY REAFFIRMING THE "GREAT IMPORTANCE" OF CERDS 
ARTICLE 16, WHICH REQUIRES THAT STATES MAKE FULL RESTITUTION FOR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CERTAIN CLASSES OF COERCIVE POLICIES. IN THIS REGARD, HE 
REMINDED THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY "THAT THREE ARAB COUNTRIES 
ARE STILL SUFFERING FROM SUCH ILLS" AND HE SOUGHT TO FOCUS UN 
ATTENTION ON "THE SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC CONDITIONS THE PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE ARE SUBJECTED TO UNDER ISRAELI DOMINATION." HE ALSO RE- 
ASSERTED THE RIGHT OF ARAB COUNTRIES TO REGAIN THEIR SOVEREIGNTY 
OVER THEIR NATURAL RESOURCES IN OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORIES. 
(REPEATED INFO KUWAIT) 
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MINISTER FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS KEUTCHA STRONGLY ADHERED TO THE 
GROUP OF 77 POSITION. HE SPECIALLY CRITICIZED THE INTERNATIONAL 
MONETARY SYSTEM AND TRADE BARRIERS. QUOTING FROM SECRETARY 
KISSINGER S SPEECH WITH REGARD TO THE PROLIFERATION OF UNFAIR 
BARRIERS AND COMPETITION. WHILE HE MADE TWO FAVORABLE REFERENCES 
TO THE EEC POSITION AT THE LOME CONFERENCE, HE ALSO MENTIONED THE 
"CRASS EGOTISM" OF THE DEVELOPED COUNTRIES IN THEIR EXPLOITATIVE 
COMMODITIES POLICIES. KEUTCHA REFERRED TO THE HIGH PRICES OF 
FOOD AND FERTILIZER, STATING THAT THE OIL CRISIS WAS NOT 
SOLELY TO BLAME AND THAT THE CAMEROON'S AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION 
HAS BEEN SERIOUSLY AFFECTED. HE ALSO CHARGED DEVELOPED COUNTRIES 
WITH SUBSIDIZING THEIR AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION TO COMPETE WITH 
LDC'S, AND CONCLUDED HIS LENGTHY SPE@.JWAUFEP*$8<!<YW7G;Y-(Q6F 
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IN A HARD-LINE HARANQUE, CHIEF OF DELEGATION, KIKHIA, 

CONDEMNED INDUSTRIAL NATIONS FOR THEIR REFUSAL TO IMPLEMENT 
THE NIEO. HE SAID THAT HE DOUBTED THE "GOODWILL" OF THE 
INDUSTRIAL COUNTRIES OR THEIR PROTESTATIONS OF A DESIRE FOR 
DIALOGUE, AND CALLED UPON THEM TO REPLACE "EMPTY RHETORIC" 

WITH A FRANK ADMISSION OF THEIR RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE PLIGHT 
OF LDCS. SPECIFICALLY, HE DEMANDED THAT THEY STOP ATTACKING 
OPEC'S OIL PRICE POLICY, AND ACKNOWLEDGE THEIR USE OF 
"AGRESSION, RACISM, AND ZIONISM", THEIR MONOPOLY OVER ADVANCED 
TECHNOLOGY AND THEIR CONTROL OVER FOOD PRICES TO PERPETUATE 
THE SUBJUGATION OF LDCS. HE ALSO CONDEMNED THE ARMS EXPENDITURES 
OF THE "GREAT POWERS" FOR DIVERTING RESOURCES FROM THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF LDCS. HE DEMANDED THAT DEVELOPED COUNTRIES: 
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1) RESPECT THE SOVEREIGNTY OF ALL STATES, PARTICULARLY 
THE SMALLEST AND POOREST; 2) RESPECT THE RIGHT OF ALL STATES 
TO CONTROL THEIR NATURAL RESOURCES IN THEIR OWN INTERESTS, 
INCLUDING NATIONALIZATION; 3) ERADICATE ALL FORMS OF 
DOMINATION AND EXPLOITATION OF LDCS: 4) TRANSFER RESOURCES 
TO LDCS TO ACCELERATE THEIR DEVELOPMENT: 5) ERADICATE 
INEQUITIES IN HE WORLD TRADING AND MONETARY SYSTEMS: 

6) ELIMINATE "LUXURY SPENDING" BASED ON THE USURPATION OF 
THE WEALTH OF LDCS; 7) OVERCOME INFLATION AND CURRENCY 
INSTABILITY: 8) OPEN THEIR MARKETS TO THE EXPORTS OF LDCS BY 
LIFTING TARIFF BARRIERS; 9) LIMIT ARMS EXPENDITURES AND 
TRANSFER THE SAVINGS THUS EFFECTED TO LDCS; AND 10) SOLVE THE WORLD 
FOOD CRISIS. (REPEATED INFO TRIPOLI) 

KENYA- 

FOREIGN MINISTER MUNYUA WAIYAKI, STRESSING THAT "WE 
HAVE PASSED THE STAGE OF PHILOSOPHIC AND CONCEPTUAL 
DECLARATIONS AND RESOLUTIONS", URGED THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION 
"TO TAKE DECISIONS WHICH ARE ACTION-ORIENTED" IN ORDER TO 
GIVE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES A "NEW DEAL". WELCOMING PROPOSALS 
MADE LAST WEEK IN THE SESSION, WAIYAKI NEVERTHELESS CALLED 
FOR A COMPREHENSIVE APPROACH THAT RECOGNIZED THE GROUP OF 
77 CONFERENCE PAPER AND ESTABLISHED A FUNDAMENTALLY NEW 
SYSTEM. HE ADVOCATED A COMPREHENSIVE AND INTEGRATED APPROACH 
FOR COMMODITY TRADE, DEMOCRATICIZATION 

OF THE INTERNATIONAL MONETARY SYSTEM AND A LINK BETWEEN SDR S 
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AND LDC DEVELOPMENT NEEDS, THE CONVERSION OF UNIDO INTO A 
SPECIALIZED UN AGENCY ADEQUATELY FINANCED BY AN INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT FUND, INCREASED TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY ENSURED 
BY A CODE OF CONDUCT FOR TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS, 

CONCERTED ACTION TO INCREASE AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION, 

AND REFORM OF THE UN SYSTEM. 

BOTSWANA- 

IN HIS GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENT, BOTSWANA MINISTER 
FOR EXTERNAL AFFAIRS ARCHIBALD MOGWE GAVE A STRAIGHT- 
FORWARD LISTING OF DEVELOPING COUNTRY PROBLEMS AND INDICATED 
GOB SUPPORT OF ALL THE G-77 PROPOSALS. HE PLACED PARTICULAR 
EMPHASIS ON PROPOSALS TO IMPROVE AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION 
(THOUGH NOTING THAT MARKET ACCESS FOR LDC AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS 
IS EQUALLY A PROBLEM), TECHNICAL TRAINING PROGRAMS AND 
AID FLOWS. AS A GENERAL COMMENT, HE DESCRIBED HIMSELF AS 
"ENCOURAGED BY THE PROPOSALS ADVANCED BY DEVELOPED 
COUNTRIES AND BY THE PROSPECT THAT THE SEVENTH SPECIAL 
SESSION MIGHT DEAL EFFECTIVELY WITH THE PROBLEMS OF DEVELOPMENT 
AND INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION. (REPEATED INFO GABORONE) 
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YEMENI CHIEF OF DELEGATION, MAKKI, URGED AN IMMEDIATE 
END TO THE "SHAMEFUL DELAY" IN IMPLEMENTING THE NIEO. HE 
NOTED THAT SOME INDUSTRIAL STATES HAD ALREADY IOINED THE 
RANKS OF THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES, AND EXPRESSED HOPE THAT THE 
REMAINING RESERVATIONS OF OTHER STATES WOULD BE ELIMINATED 
DURING THE SPECIAL SESSION TO REACH "TOTAL AG RE EMENT". 

HE ADDED THAT THE PRACTICAL WORK OF IMPLEMENTING THIS 
AGREEMENT SHOULD BEGIN IMMEDIATELY IN THE APPROPRIATE 
TECHNICAL BODIES BECAUSE THE PLIGHT OF LDC'S BROOKS 
NO DELAY. MAKKI SAID THAT AGREEMENTS SHOULD AIM AT: 1) 
RECTIFYING WORLD INFLATION AND TRADE INEQUITIES: 2) 
TRANSFERRING MORE CAPITAL AND TECHNOLOGY TO LDC'S WITHOUT 
STRINGS ATTACHED: 3) INCREASING FOOD AID AND DEVELOPMENT 
ASSISTANCE TO LDC'S: 4) ELIMINATING MONOPOLIES AND 
STRENGTHENING THE ROLE OF SPECIALIZED AGENCIES: 5) OPENING
